Claims 1, 2 and 10 lack novelty in light of D3. The citation discloses hybridization with oligonucleotide 
probes specific for Giardia lamblia based upon the 18S rRNA gene (abstract, page 106 column 2, page 108 
column 2, Table 3, page 1 10 column 2 - specificity and sensitivity). 

Industrial applicability

1 . Claims 1, 2 and 10 are not fully supported by the description. The specification only discloses certain 

oligonucleotide probes which can hybridise to unique 18S rRNA/rDNA sequence of Giavdia Iciniblici. The claims in 
their present form include all oligonucleotide molecules which hybridises selectively to the 18S rRNA/rDNA 
sequence. 
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
